W ashington, D. C., Sep t. 10.— Ev ery 
one here who is any way connected with 
the gov ernment has a great amount of 
p ersonal interest in the nomination of 
Senator Fairbanks of Indiana for second 
p lace on the Rep ublican ticket. The In­ 
diana Senator has a p ersonality all his 
own, and his figure merely from a p hy si­ 
cal p oint of view ie *o striking he hae 
been a marked man in W ashington ev er 
since he came here. 
Straight as an ar­ 
row, thin, unusually tall, with bright 
red cheeks, with a becoming amount of 
senatorial dignity , and y et with a genu­ 
ine democracy which is seldom equaled 
by p ublic men, the Rep ublican candi­ 
date for the vice p residency is more than 
usually p op ular a* p ublic men go. 
Aside from this, howev er, the p eop le 
who are on the inside of p ublic affairs 
in W ashington know, as p eop le of the 
rest of the country may not know, that 
Senator Fairbanks is one of the comp ar­ 
ativ ely few men in p ublic life who hav e 
actually made thear imp ress up on the 
affairs of the gov ernment.

C o u rteo u s a n d M o dest. 
Constantly courteous, inv ariably kind­ 
ly , alway s reserv ed, consistently modest, 
nev er seeking to p ut himself in the front 
rank, Senator Fairbanks is not usually 
credited by the world at large with the 
ex traordinary influence he really p os­ 
sesses here in Washington. 
His asso­ 
ciates in the Senate, the members of the 
cabinet, and those whose duty it is to 
ex ecute the law hav e learned, howev er, 
the quiet force of the Senator from In­ 
diana, and ev er since he came here with 
McKinley in 189 7 Senator Fairbanks has 
been one of the inner circle. 
He has 
grown stronger day by day until his 
nomination for the vice p residency was 
absolutely forced up on him because, in 
the op inion of his associates in the Sen­ 
ate and the p arty leaders generally , he 
was the best equip p ed man for the p osi­ 
tion, arid was by his training and by his 
p olitical association of p residential size, 
so that he might be ready at any time 
to ex ercise the duties of chief ex ecutiv e 
if it should become necessary . 
Few p eop le are aware of the unusual 
degree to which William McKinley gav e 
his confidence to Senator Fairbanks. The 
two men were old friends, they rep re­ 
sented much the same element in the 
p arty , and an the early months of 189 7 
following the bitter p olitical battle of 
the p rev ious autum n McKinley and Fair 
banks were in constant touch and the 
President-elect began to lean up on the 
Senator-elect. 
This trust in the wisdom 
of the statesm an from Indiana was nev er 
lessened, but as month after month went 
by the Indiana Senator was more and 
more drawn into the deep est confidences 
of the President. 
There were try ing times in W ashing 
ton during the latter p art of 189 7 and ia 
the early p art of 189 8.

within a few weeks the p eop le of the 
United States were raging with the lust 
of blood. 
Still William McKinley stood stead­ 
fast.

know also that this country , rich though 
it was in men and resources, was not 
ready for war. 
He was in a p osition 
to know th a t there were no rifles, no 
cannon, no clothes, no tents, no

v isions of w ar for ev en the most mod­ 
erate army . 
H e had not ex hausted di­ 
p lomacy , and ev en then he knew' that 
time was necessary to p rep are the coun­ 
try for war.

which 
was ignorant of the real situation and 
which did not realize tihat a mistaken 
p ublic p olicy had allowed our army to 
run down to a p oint where we were not 
fitted to fight even a little nation like 
Sp ain, still thundered for war and be­ 
gan to susp ect the good faith and the 
brav ery of a man like William M cKin­ 
ley .

AH this is history , which the world 
knows and which need not be recap itulat­ 
ed in detail. 
W hat the world does not 
generally know Is that in the small cir­ 
cle of wau who were daily and nightly

of the nation, Charles W arren 
F air­ 
banks was alway s foremost in the list. 
He was summoned to the W hite House 
night after night, and during a time 
when the grav est m atters were under 
consideration the most im p ortant of all 
the conferences were held in the F air­ 
banks home on M assachusetts av enue. 
There were gathered the senators and 
the cabinet officer* who. rep resented the 
inner council of the nation, the men 
who p ossessed the absolute confidence 
of President McKinley . 
It was in th* 
up stairs library of the Fairbanks home 
that some of the most im p ortant de­ 
cisions of these try ing times were first 
formulated. 
There were scarcely half a dozen of 
the big men of the nation p resent at 
those historic conferences, and it is a 
sufficient indication of the cap acity for 
p ublic serv ice w’hich Renator Fairbanks 
has manifested to refer to 
fact that 
although he had been in p ublic life less 
than a y ear his v alue as a constant ad­ 
v iser of the President in the face of 
an inflamed p ublic sentiment and On the 
ev e of almost inev itable w nr grew’ great 
er day by day . 
Other men who p artici­ 
p ated in those conferences remember and 
bear cheerful testimony to the ex traordi­ 
nary cap acity of the Indiana senator 
for looking at all sides of « question of 
p ublic p olicy and for giv ing his op inion 
disp assionately , without the slightest sus 
p ieion of p ersonal bias and with some­ 
thing like a sacred deference to the best 
interests of the nation. 
The history of those momentous con­ 
ferences will nev er be written, as a m at­ 
ter of course. 
McKinley has gone, Ho­ 
bart has gone, H anna has gone, and 
only a few are left of the men W'ho ac­ 
tually shap ed the destinies of the nation 
in the early months of 189 8, w’ho p er­ 
sisted in a wise conserv atism when de­ 
lay was necessary , and who p rov ided the 
means for carry ing the war to a suc­ 
cessful and a glorious conclusion. 
T hat 
he was even included in the brilliant list 
of the confidential adv isers of William 
McKinley in the face of war is a suffi­ 
cient honor for any man. 
A n H o n o r f o r th e I n d ia n ia n . 
It is an additional honor for the In­ 
diana senator, who has been chosen as 
the Rep ublican nomine* for the v ice­ 
p residency , that his associates in p ublic 
life, in their p riv ate conv ersation, in­ 
v ariably refer to his broad-gauge ability 
to grasp p ublic questions, to his p ersonal 
integrity , and to his deep study of con­ 
stitutional and international law. 
It is a fortunate thing for the rep ublic 
th a t a man of this stam p should hav e 
been chosen for the nomination. 
The re­ 
sult Is that in the ev ent of the triump h

the Democratic candidate counsels that 
the United States shall live for and 
within itself alone, Mr. Olney boldly 
p roclaimed that such a p olicy bad “tend­ 
ed to belittle the national character” 
and has “led to a-sp ecies of p rov incial­ 
ism and to narrow v iews of our duties 
and functions as a nation.”

“The equip ment required for onr new 
international role must not be discussed

length. 
We must 
hav e 
it—the 
need will bo forced up on us by facts the 
logic of which will be irresistible—and 
howev er slow to mov e or indisp osed to face 
the facts, the national gov ernment must 
sooner or later p rov ide for It.” 
There was much more to the same 
effect, ev ery word ringing with sterling 
and enlightened ap p reciation 
of 
the 
American determination to meet the ob­ 
ligations of our ex p anding national op ­ 
p ortunities. 
W ithout failing to recog­ 
nize that the triump hs of p eace are the 
true objectiv e of a rep ublic, Mr. Olney 
grasp ed the eternal truth that p eace and 
liberty and p rogress can only be insured 
by full p rov ision to maintain them by 
force. 
The nation which goes about with 
nothing but an oliv e branch in its month 
in other words, without increasing its 
ex p enditures for coast defenses, for ship s 
and guns, for men and arm s—cannot ex ­ 
p ect its voice will b* heeded, In the 
councils of nations.

During the last eight years the B rit­ 
ish newspaper« have been forced to dole­ 
fully notice a continued succession of 
American industrial triumph« over G reat 
Britain. 
Now it is an American firm 
that gets the contract to build the great 
Atbara bridge across the Nile in upper

Now it is an American loco­ 
motive that supersedes the British loco­ 
motive on a leading English railroad. 
Now it is an American electrical com­ 
pany that gets ail the orders for the elec­ 
trical equipment for the great new Lon­ 
don underground railroad system. 
And 
thus episodes of American commercial 
conquest duriug the last eight 
years 
could be repeated until they would grow 
wearisome to read. 
The continued tri­ 
umphs of the I nited States in the steel 
and iron trade, at the same time that 
this industry in Great Britain has been 
In process of decline, led to the creation 
recently of a British Commission of busi­ 
ness experts 
to 
investigate 
the 
sit­ 
uation, 
This commission in its first re­ 
port on the iron and steel trade presents 
information of the highest value from 
firms employing over 87 per cent of the 
labor in this combined 
trade— 231,000 
out of an aggregate of 265,000 work ers; 
and it has ascertained that while this in­ 
dustry has been advancing rapidly in 
other countries it has remained almost 
stationary in G reat Britain. 
The im­ 
ports have increased 200 per cent and 
the exports have declined 7(4 per cent, 
end foreigu 
competitors, 
protected in 
their own home mark ets, have made tt 
the basis for the conquest of the British 
mark et. 
The m asters of the trade have 
been consulted, and only 5 per cent of 
them are content with free trade and 
a poliey of inaction.

Four years ago the Democratic psr- 
ty denounced the acquisition of the Phil­ 
ippine Islands by the United States as 
a dangerous form of national expansion 
and their retention as an application of 
militarism. 
The oflly logical conclusion 
of thia position was our immediate re­ 
tirem ent from the Islands, leaving them 
to shift for themselves. In hie letter ac­ 
cepting the nomination for Vice Presi­ 
dent in 19 00 Mr. Roosevelt commented 
on thia position as follows: 
‘T he simple truth is that there is noth­ 
ing even remotely resembling ‘imperial­ 
ism’ or militarism involved in the present 
development of that poliey of expansion, 
which ha« been part of the history of 
America from the day when she became 
a nation. 
The words mean absolutely 
nothing as applied to our present policy 
In the Philippines, for this policy is only 
imperialistic in the « ease that Jefferson's 
policy in Louisiana was imperialistic; 
only military in the sense that Jack son’s 
policy tow ards the Beminoles or Custer’s 
towards the Sioux embodied militarism; 
and there is no w>re danger of it* pro­ 
ducing evil results at home now than 
there w as of its interfering with free- 
<k *n under Jefferson or Jack son, or in 
tho days qff the Indian ware on the 
plains. 
* *

“The only certain way of rendering 
it necessary for our Republic to enter 
on a career of ‘militarism’ would be to 
abandon the Philippines to their own 
tribes, and at the same time either to 
guarantee a stable government among 
these tribes or to guarantee them against 
outside interference. 
A far larger army 
would be required to carry out any such 
policy than will be required to secure 
order under the American flag; while 
the presence of » his flag on the Islands 
is really the only possible security against 
outside aggression.

Properly 
speak ing, the question is now not wheth­ 
er we shall expand—for we have already 
expanded—but whether we shall con­ 
tract.” 
That was the issue four years ego. 
Now the Democratic platform says: 
“We belicvs with Jefferson end John 
Adams, that no government has a right 
to mak e one set of laws for those at 
home and another end a different set of 
laws, absolute in their character, for 
those in the colonies. * •

During the last eight years of Republi­

the world. 
The policy of protection also contribut­ 
ed to our ability to k eep our own gold 
and get more gold from other nations, for 
it made the balance of trade favorable, 
since it tended to increase our exports 
over our imports. 
Instead of « ending 
gold out of the country as in Demo­ 
cratic times, to pay for goods that Amer­ 
ican labor at home might Just as well 
have produced, the Republican policy has 
been to cause gold to be distributed at 
horn* for work done just as well at horn# 
Of the present amount of money 
circnlation about 48 per cent is gold 
which mostly represents money saved to 
the people of the United States by the 
Republican policies of sound money and 
protection.

publican administrations.”

As an index of the growth of the Uni­ 
ted States in every direction that mark s 
advance in national welfare there can 
be no better standard than the increased 
use of an ever improving and ex tending 
mail service. 
Neither will Judge P ark er nor the edi­ 
tors to whom he unbosomed a choice 
medley of ideas from the w it and wis­ 
dom of Samuel J. Tilden and Grover 
Cleveland, be permitted to “ point with 
Democratic pride” to the enforced econ­ 
omies of Cleveland’s second term 1893- 
1800, without being confronted with the 
following deficits that waited on Demo­ 
cratic policy and Democratic adminis­ 
tration:

It E x pa nds U nder R epublica n a nd Co l* 
la pse* U nder D em o cra tic P o licies. 
One of the great argument* of the 
free traders has been that with free 
trade we would have access to the “m ar­ 
k ets of the world.” 
Well, the only time 
the free traders have had control of 
the government in recent y ears was in 
the 
second 
Cleveland 
administration. 
They did not put actual free trade into 
operation, but they came cloee enough 
to it to put most of the factories of 
this country out of operation. 
W e did 
not get the mark ets# of the world. They 
may have been open to us, but our man­ 
ufacturers were going out of business so 
fast, under the ruinous tariff schedules 
the D emocrats had put into effect, that 
they could not seek the mark ets of the 
world. 
T heir own home mark et, the best 
one to them, was invaded by cheap for­ 
eign goods, however. 
Then the protective tariff sy stem was 
reinstated by the people of this country , 
and immediately the factories began to 
turn their wheels again. 
Within ten 
y ears we have demonstrated that the 
way to get the m ark ets of the world 
is to protect our own m ark et against 
invasion, build up our industries, and 
then branch out for foreign trade.

In Congress, last winter. Congressman 
Hill, of Connecticut, told of a recent 
visit he had made abroad.

in the harbor of Vladivostok , Russian 
Siberia. 
In the hold of that ship was 
over 700 tons of American agricultural 
implements that had come across the 
Pacific ocean from America for the use 
of the peasants of Siberia, and shipped 
there under the Dingley tariff bill. That, 
night at the hotel I met the represent­ 
ative of a locomotive work s in Phila­ 
delphia who told me he had just put iu 
150 locomotives, for use in the Siberian 
railway , shipped there under the Ding­ 
ley tariff law. 
“ Nex t day I rode 500 miles up the 
bank s of the Amur river over American 
steel rails shipped 
there 
under 
the 
Dingley tariff law. 
Then I got aboard 
a steam er to go up the A m ur 1,500 miles. 
It w as. American built, towed two steel 
barges made in Pittsburg, shipped there 
under the Dingley tariff law, 
“ In the village of Gorbitza, Siberia, 
ten thousand miles from here, the vil­ 
lage consisting of a dozen log houses, 
iu a little store not over 8 by 10, we 
bought a pack age of candy , wrapped in 
paper on which was printed the picture 
of William McKinley , to popularize that 
candy among the peasants of Siberia, 
all shipped under the Dingley 
tariff 
law.” 
T hat look s as if we had a slice of 
the mark ets of the world, but we never 
got any where near them under Demo­ 
cratic tariff ideas.
